Oragon wns submitted to the suprome
court, yesterduy for the third time,
Tho sult Is brought by the state of
Oiregon upon the relation of James
MeCaln, distriet attorney for the
third judlelnl distriet, respondent vs,
Phil Metschan, state treasurer, appel-
lent. Arguments for the state were
presented by Henry St. Rayner and
W. W. Thayer; 8. L. Hayden, distriot
autorney, successor to James Mealn,
and H. J. Bigger appeared for the
state, and J. U. Moreland presented
argument for the appellent, Metschan,
The suit is to restrnin the treasurer
from paylng a warrant of 825,000,
Issued In payment of & site purchased
by the state board of bullding com-
missioners for the erection of branch
d@sylum at Unlon, In Union county.
The same question of locatiog n state
Institation uway from the seat of
government has been before the court
since 1893, when the sult of Sherman
came up enjoining the soldiers’ home
board from locating the home at
Roscbarg.  The supreme court in the
case of Sherman vs, Bellows, declded
o favor of the board and the home
was erected at Roseburg. In March,
1864, following the net of the legislp-
ture to purchiise & site and crect a
branch asylum for the nsanesult was
instituted by the state ox rel, Taylor,
i taxpayer, to enjoln the state from
paylng out money for such purpose.
This case wns declded adversely to
the state, und In Jaly, 1805, the case
was hguin presented to the supreme
court, upon the relation of Taylor
with the nume of James MeCalo, dis-
trict attorpey, altached to the coms
plalnt, The case was ngnin decided
ndversely to the state and It 18 now
aguin presented, In slightly changed
form.
